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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 44-69 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Although it is 
known in the art to employ contact fingers and mulitlayered handles which may 
comprise graphite, there is no disclosure of such a handle disposed between the ends 
of a sleeve/tube, particularly a heater tube. Such handles are typically attached at one 
end or the other. See Kosslow et al. (USPN 5524809), Lichtenstien (DE 3929585 A1) 
and Cowell (USPN 5329085). When the handle is releasable and placed between the 
ends of the sleeve, the handle opening is not along the centerline of the handle. See 
Oki (JPN 53-118254-A).
